‘Shall Biiamsst Be Sheree? 


The decision of a majority of the members of the Board of Railway Com- 
jpmMssioners ordering the withdrawal from operation of the Crow's Nest Pass 
freight rates, raises one of the biggest domesjic issues ever confronting the 
people of Canada. ‘The question involved in this amazing order is not merely 
* one of dollars and cents to the people based on the rates of freight they shall 
‘be called upon to pay. Important as this economic aspect of the question may 
iae be, it fades into insignificance compared with the legal and constitutional 
-questions involved. 

The issue now before the people in Canada is whether the Parliament of 

Canada is the supreme power in the making of laws, or whether a body of 
“some half-dozen men created by that Parliament has the right to nyjlify and 
set at naught an Act of Parliament. By the decision of four members out of 
six, the Board of Railway Commissioners arrogate to themselves full power 
ao treat an Act of Parliament as “a scrap of paper,” and by so doing impose 
on the people of Canada heavier taxation in the shape of railway freight rates 
than have the approval of Parliament. 

And the Act of Parliament thus flouted is one ratifying and giving effect 
to a contract entered into by the Government of Canada acting for the people 
as a whole with the Canadian Pacific Railway. Therefore, another issue rais- 
ed by the decision of the Board of Railway Commissioners is the sanctity ot 
contracts. If the C.P.R. is not bound to fulfijl its contract with the people | 
of Canada as set forth in the Crow's Nest Pass Agreement, the question at 
once arises whether the people of Canada are bound to fulfill their part of the; 
original C.P.R. contract providing exemption from taxationfin perpetuity for 
C.P.R. property in these Western Provinces, 

Furthermore, it the C.P.R. is not bound by its contract to maintain the 

" jower freight rates provided for in the Crow's Nest Pass Agreement, how can 
the Canadian National Railways, as the successor of the old Canadian North- 
ern, be bound by the rates provided for in the Agreement with the Parliament 
of Canada under which that railway was extended westward across the 
prairies? 

-. Under the Crow’s Nest Pass Agreement, which the Railway Board now 
sweeps aside as in no way binUing on the C.P.R. in the matter of freight rates 
as specified in that contract, the C.P.R. received from the people of Canada 
a cash bonus of $11,000 per mile to assist in the construction of the Crow’s 
Nest Pass railway. The C.P.R, accepted those millions of dollars and thereby 
cbtained direct access te the rich mineral districts of Southern British Colum- 
bia and largely secured control of the traffic of that_region which formerly had | 
all gone over a short line into the United States.’ In exchange for this finan- 
cial assistance the C.P.R. agreed to reduce freight rates on a selected list of 
arti™s below the then existing lowest freight tariff. Now the Railway 
Board rules that the C.P.R. is not bound to live up to its contract, and de- 
clares that the power of the Board to thus nullify the contract and impose 
higher freight rates on the people of Canada is superior to the power of Par- | 
liament itself. 

Aside altogether from the financial considerations involved, the people 
of Canada‘ will not for one moment accept the dictum that a Commission 
created by Parliament is superior to its creator, Under the British form of 
constitutional government, Parliament is supreme. Courts are created to in- 
terpret and administer the laws passed by Parliament, but they cannot make 
laws nor over-ride those passed by Parliament. And the Board of Railway 
Commisisoners ure constituted as a Court which hears evidence and renders 


decisions, 

It is true that the Act creating the Board of Raiiway Commissioners in- 
structs and empowers that Board to remove any discriminations in rates or} 
in traffic arrangements which may exist. It is also to be admitted that the | 
turifts filed by the railway companies under the Crow's Nest Pass freight rates 
did constitute discrimination in various ways and between places. But | 
in exercising its powers and discharging its duty in bringing about a removal 
of such discrimination, the Railway Commission Is bound to recognize and 
respect other Acts of Parliament and specific contracts entered into by Par- 
liament. There are other ways of removing the discriminations created by 
the railways themselves in the freight tariffs filed by them than to accept the 
arguments of the lawyers employed by these railways, over-ride an Act of 
Parliament, and increase rates, 

By their decision the majority of members of the Board of Railway Com- 
missioners have raised a real issue in Canada and have started something 
which they cannot control. Certain it is, the poople of Canada will never 
consent to their Parliament occupying an inferior position to any other body 
in the country, and least of all a body which Parliament itself created,

Prices Ruled Higher In 1923 Than In 
Previous Year 


Statistical tables in the report of the 


director of the Dominion Experimental 


Farms for the year ending March 31, 
1924, give comparisons for the years 
1922 and 1923 of yields and prices of 


farm crops in Canada, and a compari- 


son between the yields and prices in 


the eastern preyinces, the prairie 
provinces, and _ British Columbia. 
These tables show an increase in 


‘| price for the crops in 1923 compared 


with 1922, in the case of fall wheat, 
from $1.01 to $1.02 per bushel; flax 
seed from $1.72 to $1.77; corn for 
husking, from 838 cents to 92 cents; 
potatoes from 90 cents to $1.02 per 
hundredweight; and turnips, mangels, 
etc., from 54 cents to 59 cents, also per 
hundredweight. - Buckwheat was sta- 
tionary at 84 cents per bushel. 

The total yield of the crops increas- 
ed in the majority of instances in 1923 
over 1922, the exceptions being: Rye, 
which decreased from 32,373,400. bush- 
els to 23,231,800 bushels; peas from 
3,170,100 bush. to 2,898,200 bush.; 
beans from 1,303,300 bush, to 1,041,- 
700 bush.; corn for husking from 13,- 
798,000 bush. to 13,608,000 bush.; 
potatoes from 655,745,300 hundred- 
weight to’ 55,497,000 hundredweight; 
turnips, mangels, ete., from 43,973,500 
hundredweight to 38,116,500 hundred- 
weight; and fodder corn from 5,879,000 
tons to 5,320,800 tons.

He 
spent nearly a year and a half at this 
work and then registered for his 
B.S.A. at Manitoba Agricultural Col- 
lege. He became interested in en- 
tomology and obtained a position at 
Treesbank where he is now spending 
his third summer, He was a member 
of the team that represented Manitoba 
at the Royal Agricultural Show and 
won first and second scores in the 
grand aggregate, and gold medals for 
swine and beef cattle. He obtained a 
medal in this judging contest.

A new comet, blazing across the sky 
two hours behind the sun, has been 
announced at the Harvard College 
Observatory. 

It was discovered by the astronomer, 
Finsler, of Bonn, Germany, on Sep- 
tember 15, was observed a day later 
at Berlin, and second confirmation of 
it came from Lick Observatory in word 
that it had been observed there. 

As comets go, the new comer is a 
big one, being of the seventh magni- 
tude, just short of being within the un- 
aided vision of the eye. The reports 
indicated that it was growing brighter.

The governments represented in 
the League of Nations are reported 
from Geneva to be studying the re- 
cent extradition treaty between Can- 
ada and the United States, covering 
offenders against the laws concern: 
ing oplum and other dangerous drugs, 
with a view to the conclusion of simi- 
lar treatles among them. A recom- 
mendation to this effect recently was 
approved- by the league council on 
recommenda‘ion its permanent 
opium council. 

The wisdom of good example not

The councll and the league profit- 
ably might go further In studying the 
relationship existing between the Unit- 
ed States and Canada.

Scieatifie circles in Britain are en- 
deavoring tu come to a decision on the 
question of admitting German dele- 
gates to next year’s gathering of the 
Britist:s Associalion for the Advance- 
ment of Science. The question has 
been before the association for five 
years, At recent meeiings of this 
body at Southampton the committee of 
recommendation decided by a narrow 
majority in favor of admitting Ger- 
mans, - The general committee decid- 
ed, also, that, invitation next year 
shoul! be ‘ssued irrespective of na- 
Yonalicy, and the next move, it is 
pointed out, rests with the general 
council of the association, which meets 

in November. 

Grounds put forth by opponents of 
the proposal to issue invitations to 
German delegates to attend the asso- 
elation will be recognized, and doubt- 
less appreciated, yet it would seem 
doubtful if any.good purpose would be 
served by barring men of sclence from 
Germany from these meetings. It is 
not difficult to understood how hates 
engefidered by the war should still 
survive, nor ‘is it forgotten how Ger- 
man science was brought to bear on 
the ‘side of the Teutons against the 
British and other allied powers in the 
conflict.

Iler explorations in 


Chief Cause Of “World War 


Viscount Grey Says Mutual Fear Was 
Principal Factor 

“Mutual fear,” in the opinion of 
Viscount Grey of Fallodon, was the 
chief cause of the world war, 

Viscount Grey, who as Sir Edward 
Grey, was forelgn minister at the 
outbreak of the war, has published 
his memoirs. Developing his belief 
that fear caused the conflict, he de- 
scribes as follows the principal fac- 
tors leading to the clash of 1914: 

1, Germany had no reason to fear 
anyone after the war of 1870, but she 
built up her armaments and formed 
the triple alliance, so that she might 
never haye reason to be afraid in 
future, 

2. France, naturally, was afraid af- 
ter 1870, and hence formed the dual 
alliance with Russia. = 

3. Great Britain, with a small army 
and a large empire, became first un- 
comfortable and then afraid of being 
isolated, particularly when Germany 
began bullding her big fleet. Hence 


Britain concluded the Anglo-Japanese | 


alliance, patched up her quarrels with 
France and Russia, and joined the 
entente. ; 

“Finally,” Viscount Grey continues, 
“Germany became afraid that she 
w6uld presently be afraid, and she 
believed her power was at its height.”

Made In Canada 


Industry Is Assuming Larger Propor- 
tions Than Ever 

That over a million motor vehicles 
have been manufactured to date in 
Canada is one of many interesting 
facts relating to the automobile indus- 
try contained in a booklet “Facts and 
Figures of the Automobile Industry in 
Canada,” recently published by the 
Automotive Industries of Canada, the 
trade association of*manufacturers ot 
motor vehicles, tires, parts and acces- 
sories in this country. 

Automobile nanufacturing has been 
earried on in Canada continuously for 
just twenty-one years. Ten years ago 
the Industry assumed large - propor- 
tions and today it stands in the front 
rank of the Dominion’s industrial en- 
terprises, 

More than a hundred thousand Can- 
adians are now enployed in relation to 
the industry and {its products, and 
over half a milfion persons in Canada

Super-Cattle 
For The North 


Experiments in Breeding of New Type 
From Buffalo and the Yak 

Will the bisons that once covered 
the prairies, monarchs that are now 
confined in their meagre thousands 
by the fences of national preserves, be 
perpetuated by their contribution t6 a 
new strain of super-cattle—that 1s, 
super-cattle for Far Northern Canada? 

That is a question that is often ask- 
ed seriously when practical men dis- 
cuss the experiments that have been 
carried out at Wainwright, where the 
Canadian Government keeps the larg- 
est buffalo herd in the world, 
numbering more than 8,000 head. 

Briefly, the intention of the experi- 
ments in cross-breeding has been to 
produce a hardy type of cattle, de- 
veloping some of the characteristics 
of the buffalo, 
“scratch” for themselves on 
pastures that Ife in the sub-Arctic. 


The idea was to toughen a breed that! 


could be raised successfully and pas- 
tured in territory where ordinary cat- 
tle cannot stand rigorous conditions. 


The results have been interesting; } 
but, of course, it may be some years} 
before anything conclusive is worked) 


out. Under A. G. Smith, superintend- 
ent of the park, Jim Wilson, who has 
been in charge of the cattle ranch, Is 
the man. who has carried out the prac- 
tical end of the experiments, 

The first cross-breeding tried was 


with a buffalo cow and a domestic; 


bull. The result was called a cattto. | 
This animal developed some of the! 
characteristics of the domestic short- 
horn, but the buffalo predominated. 
Then the_yak, the buffalo of Indfa, 
which is used there as a domestic 
animal, came on the scene and was in- 


troduced into this mixture of family | 


blood. It was believed that the yak 
oceupled. the place of “missing link” 
buffalo and the domestic 
beef. 

According to the officials in charge, 
the most promising cross-breed yet 


| produced fs the cattalo (result of a 
cross between the domestic and the, 


bison) when crossed with the yak. 
This cattalo-yak gives promise of ap- 
proaching what the experimenters 
first hoped for. Then there is the 
cross-breed between the yak and the 
domestic animal, The calf of this 
union grew at a tremendous pace, and 
within twelve months was as big as 
its mother. 

In addition to buffaloes, there are 
elks, moose and deer on the big Walin- 
wright Reserve. It is also a bird 
sanctuary.

Regular trans-Atlantic airship serv- 
ice between England and America is 
expected within a few years by Sir 
Sefton Brancker, air vice-marshal. He 
estimates two and a half days as the 
regular scheduled time of the trip 
across the Atlantic.
